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inions Block Labor Peace—Refuse Wage 
ready Accepted by 19 Other Railroad Unions 


The Brotherhood of Locomotive Nngi- 
neers, Brotherhood of Locomotive Fire- 
mon and lMnginemen and the Switchmen’s 
Union of North America, representing 
125,000 railroad employes, have refused 
to accept the offer of the Railroads of a 
wage increase of 15'4 cents an hour. 

Vhis is the same increase awarded 
1,000,000 non-operating employes by an 
arbitration board in September, 1947. 

This is the same increase accepted by 
175,000 conductors, trainmen and switch- 
men by agreement on November 14, 1947. 

Agreements have been made with 
1,175,000 employes, represented by nine- 
teen unions. But these three unions, rep- 
resenting only 125,000 men, are trying to 
get more, ‘They are demanding also many 
new working rules not embraced in the 
settlement with the conductors and train- 
men, 

Incidentally, the Switechmen’s Union of 
North America represents only about 7% 
of all railroad switchmen, the other 93% 
being represented by the Brotherhood of 
Railroad Trainmen and covered by the 
settlement with that union. 

Strike Threat 
The leaders of these three unions spread a 
strike ballot while negotiations were still 
in progress, ‘This is not a secret vote but is 
trken by union leaders and votes are 
signed by the employes in the presence 
of anion representatives. 

When dircet n-potiations failed, the 
leaders of these three untons refused to 
join the railroads in asking the National 
Medintion Board to attempt to settle the 
dispute, but the Board took jurisdiction 
at the request of the carriers and has been 
earnestly attempting since November 24, 
1947, to bring about a settlement. The 
Board on January 15, 19-8, cunounced 
.ts inability to reach a mediation settle- 
ment. The leaders of the tnions rejected 
tae request of the Mediation Board to 
arty yale. The railroads acvepted. 


What Now? 

The Unions having refused to arbitrate, 
the Railway Labor Act provides for the 
appointment of a fact-finding board by 
the President. 

The railroads feel it is due shippers, 
passengers, employes, stockholders, and 
the general public to know that through- 
out these negotiations and in mediation, 
they have not only exerted every effort to 
reach a fair and reasonable settlement, 
but they have also met every requirement 
of the Railway Labor Act respecting the 


negotiation, mediation, and arbitration of 


labor disputes. 
Itseems unthinkable that these three unions, 
representing less than 10 per cent of railroad 


employes, and those among the high 
can successfully maintain the threat o 
alyzing strike against the interest of 
lire country—and against 90 per cent 
fellow employes. 

The threat of a strike cannot justify 
ing more favorable conditions to 125,0' 
ployes than have already been put in 
for 1,175,000, nor will it alter the Oppo 
of the railroads to unwarranted we: 
creases or to changes in working rules \ 
are not justified.

REPORT OF TREE WARDEN 
To the Citizens of Andover: 

During 1947 many sample twigs 
taken from elm trees were sent to 
the Dutch Elm disease laboratory 
at Amherst for testing. All proved 
negative except one taken last Sep: 
tember from an elm on Burnham 
road near the railroad bridge. When 
the tree was cut down every sec: 
tion showed the brown streaking 
of the sap wood, a condition caused 
by the disease. Feeding punctures 
on the twigs also showed the pres: 
ence of the carrier of the disease, 
the elm bark ‘beetle. No doubt other 
trees with the disease will be found 
during the 1948 season. 


The Dutch Elm disease is a great 
menace, and all available means 
should be used to combat its 
ravages. 


The town must now decide 
whether the cost to prevent the 
Dutch Elm disease from becoming 
established is reasonable compared 
with the excessive cost of removal 


and loss of assets which the elms 


are to our town and to our homes. 

Some authorities believe control 
can be obtained and our best trees 
saved by pruning of dead and weak 
weod and by spraying with the new 


insecticides applied with new type 


mist blower spray machines. These 


authorities point out that one town 
in the heart of the Dutch Elm dis- 
ease area of Connecticut has lost 


but few elms because of control 


measures taken, while other towns 


and cities in the same area that 
have taken no control measures 
face expenses in removing diseased 
elms up to $40,000.00. 

The (‘Moth Superintendent’s re- 
port shows what measures can be 
taken to control the Dutch Elm 


disease and at the same time des- 


troy many other insects. 

The town should appreciate the 
assistance given by the Andover 
Village Improvement Society in the 
contro] of poison ivy by the pur- 
chase of $423.00 worth of the weed 
killer, ammonium sulfamate, for 
use by the Tree Warden. 


A solution of one pound of the 
chemical] to a gallon of water was 
applied to the foliage of the poison 
ivy in July with a power sprayer 
along the road sides in residential 
sections of the town. The leaves and 
stems of the plant turned brown 
within a week and soon dried up. 
This work should be extended to 
other parts of the town and sections 
already sprayed should be gone 
over each year to destroy any new 
growth that may appear. 


ried on during the past year. Large 
brush was cut and removed on 
more roadsides to make it possible 
to cut future growth with our 
roadside tractor mower. Severe 
wind and rain storms during No- 
vember shattered many branches 
and destroyed several trees. 


Electric wires stretched along our 
streets among public trees are a 
problem that increases each year 
as higher voltage wires are used to 
care for public demand for elec- 
tricity. In spite of loss of service 
and loss from breakdown of its 
lines from ice storms, - electrical 
storms, hurricanes etc., power com- 
panies have utterly failed to pro- 
vide new methods of electrical dis- 
tribution; and co-operation in the 
removal of dangerous trees along 
its lines has lapsed in the past few 
years. 

I recommend the purchase of a 
new 1%-ton truck to replace an 
old worn-out 1934 truck. 

Very few men are able to qualify 
for tree repair work and rates of 
pay should be increased to com- 
pare with rates in commercial com- 
panies and to attract men of abili- 
ty and knowledge of tree problems. 

For the regular operation of the 
Tree Department during 1948, un- 
der present rates of pay, I recom- 
mend that $9,930.00 be appropriated.

HISTORICAL COMMENT 


As suggested last week, here-. 


with is a brief summary of the 
duties of the Governor, Lieuten- 
ant-Governor and the Governor’s 
Council. 


Go OVERNOR 

‘The Governor of the Common- 
wealth. is not only. the. chief . exe- 
cutive of the Commonwealth, but 
‘also the titular head of the poli- 
tical- party of which he is a mem- 
ber. He is, therefore, in the dif- 
ficult position of being the busi- 
ness manager of the 351 cities and 
tewns with a total population (as 
of 1945) of 4,493,281, having a 
valuation of $6,932,748,779 (also 
as of 1945), and at the same time 
being held responsible’ for the 
success or failure of his party. 

To do these jobs he is assisted 
by the legislative and the judicial 
‘branches on the pone hand and by 
innumerable party workers on the 
other. He must, of course, in all 
of his deliberations, try to main- 
tain an equal balance of justice 
for all parts of the Common. 
wealth. The pressures exerted on 
him politically, legislatively and 
judicially are tremendous, and to 
keep his fundamental principles 
and at the same time to resolve 
differences of opinion is a task 
which only the most stout-hearted 
would attempt. These facts should 
be kept in mind when one is con- 
sidering candidates for this high 
office. 

LIEUTENANT-GOVERNOR 

The Lieutenant-Governor, who 
becomes the acting governor when 
the chief executive is absent from 
the State House, is the presiding 
Officer over the Governor’s Coun- 
cil and is the Governor’s repre- 
sentative at functions and meet- 
ings which the governor is unable 
to attend. His is an important 
position and calls for the same 
qualities that should exist in the 
governor, since in case of sickness 
or even in the remote possibility 
of the death of the Governor, he 
would become the Chief Executive. 
GOVERNOR'S COUNCIL 

The.Governor’s Council is made 
up of eight councillors, elected by 
the people in eight councillor dis- 
tricts, each consisting of five con- 
tiguous senatorial districts. While 
in 45 other states in the union, 
the Senate is the body which rati- 
fies budgetary matters and ap- 
pointments, in Massachusetts, 
Maine, New Hampshire and North 
Carolina, these duties fall upon 
the: Governor’s Council. 
Council Chamber in the State 
House is one of the most beautiful 
rooms in the Bullfinch wing and 
| is daily the Object of interest of 
many visitors. The Council meets 
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each Wednesday to.act:as they-gee 
fit upon matters which the Goy. 
ernor’s staff brings to their atten- 
tion. Under the original constitu. 
tion of Massachusetts, the Council 
took over the duties of the Goy- 
ernor when the Governor and 
Lieutenant-Governor were absent 
from the Commonwealth. This 
authority was annulled, however, 


by an.amendment. which author-jf 


ized the Secretary, Attorney Gen- 
eral, Treasurer and Receiver-Cen- 
eral and Auditor, in that order, to 
have the full. authority in the ab-} 
sence of the Governor and Lieu- 
tenant-Governor. The Council, of 
represents another check 
and balance in the government go 
necessary in order that justice may 
be. preserved.
